Predictive Services Discussion: Isolated dry thunderstorms are expected over eastern Washington and
northern Idaho this morning. This afternoon, isolated to scattered wet and dry thunderstorms are
expected across eastern Oregon and Washington, ldaho, western Montana, and northwest Wyoming.
Some of the storms will be capable of strong wind gusts and brief heavy rain. Widespread smoke will
continue over much of the northern Intermountain West. Monsoon thunderstorms are expected across
the Southwest, Four Corners, and southern Great Basin where some storms may produce flash
flooding. Scattered showers and thunderstorms will occur across south Texas and much of the
Southeast along a decaying cold front. Additionally, dry and windy conditions are forecast for eastern
Montana, northeast Wyoming, and the western Dakotas.

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Leaders create teams by building a foundation of trust. Trust is the underpinning of
all cohesive teams; without it, teams are merely collections of individuals that can never hope to achieve
synergy.

Recognizing that communication is the key to building trust, we communicate openly with teams and make
sure we convey the essence of our values, mission, and vision. In doing so, we also communicate information
about ourselves because our teams must, first and foremost, trust us.
Unlike respect, which may be inherently offered due to an individual’s position or stature in the organization,
trust for an individual must be earned and offered in faith. Leaders earn the trust of others in many ways, but
primarily through their actions and it is reinforced over time.
Trust is delicate, and like most delicate things it must be cared for. As trust may be earned, it may also be lost.
All leaders, especially emerging leaders, must be aware the erosion or loss of trust occurs at a much faster
rate than it took to earn it. Once the leader has damaged or lost the trust of those they lead, it can be daunting
to regain the trust once held.
